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SUPEHERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Your Committee present the following as the report of the common 
schools : 


The work done in our common schools, during the past year, has been 
such as to merit much praise. Teachers have been scarce. Our Com- 
mittees have acted wisely in their selection of teachers. Several had to 
wait till the close of other schools in order to secure a gaod teacher,— 
hence we need more teachers,—good teachers. Good order has been main- 
tained in nearly every school. Few teachers did not succeed well for the 
lack of good government, that otherwise might have ranked among the 
best. Much credit is due to parents who have encouraged their children in 
regular attendance and good lessons, which often does more towards hav- 
ing a good school than the best teacher can do, without the interest of home 
influence, in well directed labor. Parents who would have their child- 
ren do well at school, must teach them to do well at home, thereby secur- 
ing a good basis, and a good school begun. The scholars, too, have shown 
an interest in most of our schools to advance rapidly, showing a desire to 
prepare themselves for usefulness, and the politeness among many of our 
larger scholars was very creditable; There has been an unusual interest 
in the study of Single Entry Book-keeping, that proves very profitable and 
interesting among our larger scholars, enabling them to keep the various 
accounts occurring in common business transactions. It may be well to 
note here, that under the present law, the teachers are required to pass an 
examination in Physiology and Hygiene with special reference to the ef- 
fects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics upon the human system. 
As good health is one of the most important points in life, may all who 
have it, especially the youth, be taught how to keep it. 
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A brief report of each term will be found in the following : 


District No. t—Below the bridge. Summer term taught by Miss Em- 
ma JI), Morgan. ‘The school was composed mostly of very young scholars, 
some too young to apply their minds to a lesson. Miss Morgan’s pleasant 
manners, and method of teaching evoked a lively interest among the little 
ones. The blackboard exercise in writing showed a good degree of im- 
provement. Winter term taught by Miss Hattie S. Davis. Miss D. prov- 
ed an efficient teacher; good order was noticeable from the first. The num- 
ber of scholars was increased by some coming out of the district joining. 
The school was a good one. 


Dist. No. 2.—Above the bridge. Summer term taught by Miss Ada L. 
Hall. The school seemed to be prospering well at my first visit. I was 
not informed of the close of school, but reports were good. Winter term 
taught by Miss Ida M. Williams. This is the only school in town where 
scholars have completed the arithmetic. The success of the teacher in this 
school needs no further comment. 


DisT. No. 3.—Stephen A. Tracy’s. Summer and winter terms taught 
by Miss Martha E. Hurlbutt. Miss H. is a teacher of considerable expe- 
rience, and knows how to gain the confidence and attention of her pupils. 
Good order was noticeable, and the closing exercises of each school were 
highly commendable, 


Dist. No. 4.—Dingleton. Summer, taught by Miss Lizzie Chadbourne. 
The school appeared well, and good satisfaction was given. Fall term 
taught by Miss Minnie S. Wood. This was Miss Wood’s first experience 
in teaching; being a resident of the district, and having already gained 
the respect of her scholars, the best harmony prevailed. She prepared her- 
self before going into school with many useful and interesting subjects 
which at once places her among our best teachers. The school room was 
made beautiful with drawings of many colors, showing much skill and 
care by the scholars. All did well at the closing examination. 


Dist. No. §.—Johnson’s. Summer, taught by Miss Carrie M. Deming. 
The scholars were well questioned by their teacher, and although the school 
was short, the closing exercises showed good improvement. Winter term 
taught by Miss Julia A. Whitaker. This school is not the easiest to gov- 
ern, but through the commanding respect of Miss W., the school was well 
disciplined, and good improvement was made. ‘The parents said, “ We 
had a grand good school.” 
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Dist, No, 6.—Flat. Summer and fall taught by Miss N. C. Boynton. 
Miss Boynton entered this school a stranger, but at once gained the good 
will of her pupils, and gave evidence from the first that she was in the 
right place. Good order, peace and harmony prevailed; and good im- 
provement was made. Winter, taught by Herbert E. Ward. Mr. W. isa 
good scholar, and has had some experience, but a little more order would 
have been an additional excellence. 


Dist. No. 7.—Center. Summer, taught by Miss Alice O. Fairbanks.— 
Miss F. worked hard for the interest of her school, and my last visit show- 
ed that her efforts were not in vain. Fall term taught by Miss Cora E. 
Penniman. This was Miss P’s first attempt at teaching. Having received 
her own education at the high school, her manner of conducting this school 
was after her own schooling. The mark was set high, but her earnest ef- 
forts to have them advance were somewhat discouraging at first, yet no 
doubt a little experience, with a love for the work, will place her among 
the first. 


Dist. No. 8.—Goward, Summer term taught by Miss Mattie E. Weld. 
The school appeared well at my first visit. This school presented some 
very fine map drawings near the close of the term, and the geography les- 
sons were the most noticeable. Winter term taught by Mr. Geo. L. Dem- 
ing. The labors of this teacher have been appreciated in this district be- 
fore. The well directed, practical teaching this term, showed that. Mr. 
Deming’s efforts were awarded with unwonted success.. 


: 


Dist. No. 9.—Town House. Fall and winter terms taught by Miss 
Ada L. Hall. The school appeared very orderly. A little more thorouyh- 
ness would have been better, although the scholars learned well, and good 
satisfaction was given—Compositions a specialty. 


Dist. No. 10.—Edminster. Summer term taught by Miss Emma M. 
Hilliard. Miss H., though a beginner, seemed to have a natural faculty 
from the first. Elementary ideas were introduced to the youngest scholars 
in the different branches of study, and blackboard exercises were particu- 
larly interesting. Good satisfaction was given. Winter term taught by 
Miss N. C. Boynton. The school enjoyed a pleasant term. The same 
good understanding between teacher and scholar as was found in No. 6. 
This is one of the best schools in town. 
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Dist. No. 11.—City. Summer term taught by Mrs. Ella 1. Richardson. 
This school received the serviees of a teacher of successful experience, 
though long absent from the school-room. Her manner of conducting the 
school showed that she was equal to the times. Good order, good lessons, 
and good explanations. The closing examination was very satisfactory.— 
Fall term taught by Miss Flora Hilliard. This was Miss H’s first attempt 
at teaching, and the work so well begun in summer was carried out with a 
good degree of success. 


Dist. No. 12.—Poppysquash. Winter term taught by Miss Eva M, 
Kelley. This school, though small, was one of much interest. Teacher 
and scholars seemed to work well together. Jistory lessons and writing 
are worthy of special mention. A special tax of $25 was raised to length- 
en out the school, and seemed to be well expended. 


Dise. No. 13.—N. A. Deming’s, Summer term taught by Miss Nellie 
I. Hilliard. _The teacher pursued her task with energy, and the scholars 
seemed anxious to make good progress. My last visit to the school show- 
ed that the efforts put forth were successful. Winter term taught by Mrs, 
D. D. Bartlett. All co-operated with Mrs. B. and the work went on each 
day with renewed efforts. All enjoyed the school, and good progress was 
made in all branches, An exhibition given near the close of school was. 
greatly enjoyed by a good audience of citizens and friends. 


Dist. No. 14.—Hempyard. Summer and fall term taught by Miss Anna 
B, Swain. The school was small and no great interest could be expected. 
The reading was excellent. I think good satisfaction was given. 


Dist. No. 15.—Conlin’s. Summer term taught by Miss Katie Conlin. 
The school was too short to expecta great amount of improvement. Good 
satisfaction was given. 


Dist. No. 16.—Texas. Summer term taught by Miss Ida C. Proctor. 
The school appeared wide awake. The scholars seemed to appreciate the 
pleasant manners of their teacher. The geography classes were very in- 
teresting, and the writing-books looked well. I think a fair amount of im- 
provement was made. Fall term taught by Miss Hattie Burr. Miss Burr 
is a teacher of considerable experience and worked earnestly for the good 
of the school. The closing exercises showed the school a success as the 
reward of labor. 
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Conclusion:—Much has been done in the past few years toward building 
and repairing school-houses so that all have been made comfortable. This 
seems to be a good indication of increased interest in education. It is 
hoped that the coming year will bring a greater advancement in education 
than the past. This can be done by increased and united effort. Let us 
look well to the welfare of our district schools, and we shall look well to 
the future welfare of our town, state and country. 


I wish to return thanks to teachers, scholars, and parents for their kind- 
ness and favors shown to me at all times.
